Southern P la n ter Ie G re a tly Pleaded 
W ith HI* E xp erim en t. 
The tangled forests of darkest Africa. 
which, in tho early days of the nation 
supplied 
the southern planter with 
slaves to cultivate his cotton fields and 
to gather his crops, have again been 
drawn upon by the farmers of the south 
Professor Garner of Washington discov­ 
ered that the monkey can pick cotton as 
well as che southern negro. I ’e persuad­ 
ed Mr. W. W. Mangum of Vicksburg 
to attem pt the experiment, and the lat- 
ti r has recently made his report to Pro­ 
fessor Garner. 
Mr. Mangum says he has found it 
profitable. 
On his place near Slued es 
this vilifier he has had 50 trained mon 
keys at work. 
The males weigh about 
I IO pounds, and the females average IMI 
pounds each in weight. Bags were made 
for each monkey that would hold 25 
pounds of cotton and the hag placed 
over each monkey’s shoulder, 
it was 
surprising. Mr. Mangum says, how the 
monkeys learned to pick cotton. Baskets 
to hold the cotton jvere placed at each 
end of the rows, and one man besides 
the monkeys’ trainer was necessary to 
take the cotton out of the hags and put 
it into the baskets provided. 
Cotton 
planters 
throughout the south have 
watched the experiment with a great 
deal of interest. Many have visited the 
plantation near Smedes to see the mon 
keys at their work. 
Mr. Mangum is 
enthusiastic over the success of his ex 
pertinent. 
“ The introduction of monkeys as cot 
ton pickers means more to the south.” 
said he, “ than a cotton picking ma 
chine; for the monkeys are a success a> 
pickers, while the machines, so far 
have been failures. The monkeys are in 
every way superior to negroes as pick 
ors, and the cost of picking is abt ut 
one third. I believe this discovery is tin 
greatest that has been made for the c o t­ 
ton planter since W hitney discovered 
tin* cotton gin. ’’ 
Next fall 
Mr. Mangum intends to 
import 1,000 more monkeys from A li i 
ca. and he desires others to join with 
him in importing a lot more, to he .-eat 
tered throughout the south.—Special 
St. Louis Republic.

It is announced at the navy depart­ 
ment in VY ashington that as a result of 
a series of firings recently complete*! at 
the Indian Head proving grounds th* 
new 4<> caliber 6 inch naval gun ol 
the United States in held to have no sn 
perior in its class afloat. 
A velocity of 
J, OOO feet per second is reported to have 
been obtained for the IOO pound shells 
fired by the new guns. Two weapons of 
this new .40 caliber type were mounted 
on the battleship Oregon just prior to 
the sailing of that ship from New York 
in October last for the Pacific. 
The new .40 caliber guns wert tested 
against the .50 caliber guns of English 
make, mounted on the purchased Arm­ 
strong built cruiser New Olreans. 
The 
English rifles have a length of 300 inch­ 
es, whilo the American guns are only 
240 inches long. Two guns were taken 
from the New Orleans for the test, one 
a 6 inch, th^* other a 4.7 inch gun. 
It is an interesting fact that the oc­ 
casion for the ordering of the compara­ 
tive test was the innocent comment of 
a British attache at the navy depart­ 
ment to th** effect “ that while the naval 
gunnery work of the Americans during 
the war was certainly very fine, stiff it 
must he admitted that the United States 
did not possess guns as high powered as 
those of England.’’ Now, the guns car­ 
ried on the New Orleans were made at 
the famous works of Elswick, at New 
castle-on-Tyne, and the weapons turned 
out by that plant have the reputation 
of possessing higher power than any 
weapons turned ont in England, being 
equaled only by the rifles of Vicker’s 
make.

Reverend Baker, state superintendent 
of the Ohio Anti-Saloon league, de­ 
livered an address at the First M. E. 
church last evening. 
The audience 
while not large was appreciative, and 
the talk was interesting. 
The meeting 
was opened with prayer by Dr. J. G. 
Taggart, of the First U. P. church. The 
speaker was introduced by Doctor Craw­ 
ford. 
He said in p a rt: 
"I congratulate East Liverpool in 
having a Woman’s Good Citizens union. 
It is a grand institution. There are at 
this time iii Ohio 500 contests similar to 
the one in this place now going on. 
They are riot contests between Republi­ 
cans and 
Democrats, 
but 
between 
decency and indecency. We are trying in 
this place to elect a council who will 
uphold the moral laws of the town. The 
battle is between righteousness and 
iniquity. 
The best party man, he who 
loves his party 
most thoroughly, is the 
man who will bolt 
the party for the 
right. 
I am a Republican when the 
Republican party puts up a good man 
that will enforce laws. I am a Demo­ 
crat for the same reason. 
I am for 
right, regardless of party. The best party 
man is the party who stays by his party 
when it is right, and is against it when 
it is wrong. 
"If we don’t save our cities we can’t 
save our nation, and, to save the na­ 
tion. we most first 
start to save the 
cities. 
No nation has ever been known 
to live that did not look after its cities. 
The great battle that is on today is the 
battle of saving our town. 
We become 
enthusiastic when a presidential election 
comes. 
Every preacher in America 
should preach politics, and not partisan­ 
ship 
They can’t preach it enough. 
There are two reasons for a man to 
spend time and money to become a 
councilman. 
It may be that he wants 
to better the city, or it may be that he 
is after the ‘loaves and fiches ’ 
Who 
is going to vote for 
Die candidate 
for whom you are going to vote? lf I 
find oat how a saloon dealer or thug is 
going to vote, J will vote the opposite. 
Who are you going to vote for tonight? 
You have been praying for a y ear: 
argued it on the streets for a year, that 
the city may he saved 
We pray earn­ 
estly until the rim*-* comes and hesitate 
Now is your opportunity to vote right 
atid for the salvation of your city and 
righteousness. 
The largest concern in 
your citv today is the city. 
It behooves 
yon to «ee that if is marshalled by the 
best men it is possible to get. regardless 
of party or polilies 
"The saloon iii political life repre­ 
sents bribery. 
You can’t get a saloon is t 
to come on a platform and discuss the 
great question in public with any minis­ 
ter of the city 
Why don’t they? De­ 
stroy the liquor shop aud yon will have 
destroyed the corruption of the town 
I 
am not afraid of the anarchist who sets 
planning the destruction of a home or 
business home. 
I am afraid though of 
the man with the white apron who 
stands behind a marble top counter. He 
is the greatest anarchist living. 
I am a 
firm 
believer 
in 
that 
sentiment. 
‘America for Americans ’ 
But. I also 
believe that America should be born 
into everyone who euters the country. 
"The church has been slapping the 
liquor question in a mild manner for a 
long time. 
Some of the temperance 
societies have done noble work, and one 
of them has barred the women from the 
work. 
The society which did this has 
tied its arms right down to its breast. 
It is laird to keep from being sidetracked. 
There is some sidetracking being done 
in your city ; but who is doing this 
work ? 
"You can’t run an election and elect 
a councilman on sympathy. 
There are 
a great many reformers going about to­ 
day making a little noise, but doing no 
good 
Let the reformers go around and 
not only make a noise, but make it hard 
enough to be heard. 
A leader is a man 
who makes those nuder him valuable 
men. 
Let his principles be right, and 
when the bosses are of that character, 
matters will be different than they are 
today. 
A great many of our men today 
are too long in doing what they say 
they will. 
Wake up, m en! 
Spend 
your money in all ways you can for the 
purpose of accomplishing as much good 
as you can. In a large number of places 
the mayors who are running for another 
term are telling the people in their 


speeches of the wonderful improvement 
they had made. Did they make the im 
provement ? Certainly not. 
The people 
did the work, and the mayor simply 
spends the money. Oar servants hay* 
become oar rulers. 
Let us be the ruler* 
in the future. 
“ When the saloonkeepers wanted the 
the two-mile limit law repealed they 
could not find a man low enough to in­ 
troduce a measure in their behalf. They 
kept on looking, and finally found * 
man who lived not far distant from this 
place, and that man wants to go back to 
his seat again. 
I can’t understand why 
this man wants the office. 
If I was that 
man I would not want the people who 
voted for me once to look me in the fa<w 
again. 
“ God give us strength next Monday 
to save onr city from the vilest gang of 
rum thieves that ever existed. 
Let tu 
take sides at once.”

dent of the Royal Geographical societx J 
said that “ the exploration of the ant 
arctic regions lias now become the most ! 
important geogiaphical work of our I 
time 
The *dxth 
international gee ; 
graphical congress 
declared in 
1895 I 
with reference to this work that “ this 1 
is the greatest piece of geographical ex- I 
ploration yet to be undertaken, ” and it : 
made recommendations with a view to I 
setting the work forward on a large i 
scale before the close of tin* century 
I he primary reason for the present ac- i 
tivity is th** fact that the unknown 
part of the antarctic is today twice as 
large as the whole of Europe, while the j 
completely unknown part of the arctic j 
regions is now no larger than European 
Russia. 
The next few years, however. 
will tell a different story 
The Germans will certainly dispatch 
an expedition next year. the cost of 
which, it is estimated, will be about 
$200,000 
After long exertions by Dr 
Neumayer. the great authority on ter 
restrial magnetism, and others, 
the 
funds required have been secured. The 
German government will help with 
funds and in other ways and will lend 
officers from the navy to navigate the 
ship. A steam vessel specially designed 
and equipped for antarctic service will 
be built at Bremherhaven, and Dr. Erich 
von Drygalski. the distinguished Green 
land explorer, whose recent remarkable 
book on glaciers is regarded as the high­ 
est scientific utterance on this subject, 
will be at the head of the scientific 
corps 
The Germans are looking to the Brit 
ish for co-operation in carrying out a 
large scheme of exploration, too vast 
for one expedition to undertake alone, 
which shall result in additions to knowl 
edge in almost every branch of science 
The Royal Geographical society is mak­ 
ing every effort to raise the funds nee 
essary to place as large an expedition 
in the antarctic as that of the Ger­ 
mans and divide the field and the work 
with the German explorers. 
Last year 
a joint committee for the promotion of 
antarctic 
exploration was formed in 
England, consisting of officers and fel­ 
lows of the Royal Geographical and 
Royal societies. 
Lord Salisbury’s gov 
eminent, regarding these as ticklish 
times, declined at present to supply a 
vessel for the British expedition or to 
bear any part of the expense The Royal 
society committee decided recently to 
give substantial support to the project 
if possible, but how far it can assist in 
financing the enterprise is not yet 
known. The Royal Geographical s o c i e t y 
has headed the subscription list with 
$25,000. It remains to be seen whether 
the British will have sufficient funds to 
participate with the Germans on even 
terms in the coming work and its re 
suits, but it seems quite certain that 
we shall not be much longer in the dark 
concerning the vast antarctic expanse, 
whose ice capped edge was skirted by 
Ross 58 years ago.—New York Sun.

Speed Teat Between a Sea Eagle and 
a Carrier Pigeon.

The two birds were at an deva 
tion of I.OOO feet when the chase began 
with the carrier a short distance in the 
lead.

eagle was so confident that it would 
strike its prey that it did not check its 
pursuit until within ten feet of the rail 
of the ferryboat.

The G erm ans will certainly dispatch 
tm expedition next year, the cost of 
which, it is estimated, will be about 
$200,000 
After long exertions by Dr

funds required have been secured 
The 
G erm an 
governm ent will 
help w ith 
funds and in other ways and will lend 
officers from the navy to navigate the 
ship. A steam vessel specially designed 
and equipped for antarctic service will 
be built a t Bremherhaveu, and Dr. Erich 
von Drygalski. the distinguished Green 
land explorer, whose recent rem arkable 
book on glaciers is regarded as the high­ 
est scientific utterance on this subject, 
will be at the head of the scientific 
corps. 
The G erm ans are looking to the B rit 
ieh for co-operation in carrying out a 
large scheme of exploration, too vast 
for one expedition to undertake alone, 
which shall result in additions to knowl 
edge in alm ost every branch of science 
The Royal Geographical society is m ak ­ 
ing every effort to raise the funds nee 
essary to place as large an expedition 
in the an tarctic as th a t of the G e r­ 
m ans and divide the field and the work 
w ith the G erm an explorers. 
L ast year 
a joint com m ittee for the promotion of 
an tarctic 
exploration was formed in 
England, consisting of officers and fel 
lows of the Royal Geographical and 
Royal societies. 
Lord Salisbury’s gov­ 
ernm ent, regarding these as ticklish 
times, declined at present to supply a 
vessel for the British expedition or to 
bear any part of the expense. The Royal 
society com m ittee decided recently to 
give substantial support to the project 
if possible, b ut how far it can assist iii 
financing 
the enterprise 
is not yet 
known. The Royal Geographical society 
has headed the subscription list with 
$25,OOO. It rem ains to be seen w hether 
the B ritish will have sufficient funds to 
participate w ith the G erm ans on even 
term s in the com ing work and its re 
sn Its, but it seems quite certain that 
we shall not be much longer in the dark 
concerning the vast antarctic expanse, 
whose ice capped edge was skirted by 
Ross 58 years ago.— New York Sun.

Col 
Pope touched upon the subject of pto­ 
maine poisoning. 
Major u t Garde, who was in the re 
-cr.o* division of the hospital corps,

officer of the reserve division hospital 
at Si boney, arraigned canned and re­ 
frigerated beef. 
Major Henry S. L il­

It is announced at the navy depart 
til* ut in Washington that as a result of 
a series of firings recently completed at 
the Indian Head proving grounds the 
new . 4 0 caliber 6 inch naval gnn of 
the United States is h e l d to have no sn 
perior in its class afloat. 
A velocity of 
8,000 feet per second is reported to have 
been obtained for the IOO pound s h e lls 
fired by the new guns. Two weapons of 
this new .40 caliber type were mounted 
on tho battleship Oregon just prior to 
the sailing of that ship from New York 
in October last for the Pacific. 
The new .40 caliber guns wert tested 
against the .50 caliber guns of English 
make, monnted on the purchased Arm­ 
strong built cruiser New Olreans. 
The 
English rifles have a length of 300 inch­ 
es, while the American guns are only 
240 inches long. Two guns were taken 
from the New Orleans for the test, one 
a 6 inch, tin* other a 4.7 inch gnn. 
It is an interesting fact that the oc­ 
casion for the ordering of the compara­ 
tive test was the innocent comment of 
a British attache at the navy depart­ 
ment to the effect “ that while the naval 
gunnery work of the Americans during 
the war was certainly very fine, still it 
must be admitted that the United States 
did not possess guns as high powered as 
those of England.” Now, the gnus car­ 
ried on the New Orleans were made at 
the famous works of Elswick, at New 
castle*on-Tyne, and the weapons turned 
out by that plant have the reputation 
of possessing higher power than any 
weapons turned out in England, being 
equaled only by the rifles of Vicker’s 
make. 
The British attache, it is said, 
had hardly left the navy department 
when an order was dispatched to New 
York to ship immediately to the Indian 
Head proving grounds the two guns of 
the New Orleans referred to, and a sup­ 
ply of English ammunition was also 
shipped with the guns. 
On the arrival 
of the pieces at Indian Head the testing 
officers were directed from Washington 
to submit the English guns to full 
power trials. 
The test was begun by uring English 
ammunition, and for the 4.7 inch gun 
a muzzle velocity of 2,600 foot seconds 
is reported to have been obtained, the 
projectile weighing 45 pounds and u 
charge of 8. 15 pounds of cordite being 
employed 
For the same gnn, using a 
nonsmokeless powder, 
a velocity of 
1,830 foot seconds was realized, the 
powder charge weighing 1 3 . 6 2 5 pounds 
In the c a s e of the cordite charge, the 
energy of impact measured 2,109 foot 
tons as against 1,405 foot tons for the 
lower powered charge. 
The 6 inch Elswick gun was then 
fixed, using cordite charges weighing 
18.3 pounds, the shell weighing IOO 
pounds. 
The resultant was a muzzle 
velocity of 9,600 foot seconds and an 
accompanying muzzle energy of 4 . 6 8 ? 
foot tons. 
Using 85 pounds of English 
nonsmokelesa powder, the same gun’s 
velocity was 2,010 foot seconds, with 
an accompanying muzzle 
energy of 
2.801 foot tous. 
The above figures fully bore out the 
test claims advanced by the English 
artillerists for the Elswick guns, and 
the English data being verified, tin 
Elswick guns were fired, using charges 
of the new American smokeless powder 
Th© exact figures obtained are not given 
out by the ordnance officials, but tin 
statement is made that un increased 
velocity of something like 195 foot sec 
ends was given to the English guns 
That fact immediately demonstrated I 
that in like guns the American powder j 
is superior in power to the British. Tin 
basis of the new American smokeless 
powder is soluble nitro cellulose, dis 
solved in ether alcohol. 
The test given the new .40 caliber 6 
inch guns of the United States is sair 
to have been the most rigid ever carried 
on at the proving grounds. 
The great 
est care was taken in all measurements 
aud. as a result, the new American 
guns were found to be immensely sn 
perior to the English weapons.

When the antarctic spring dawns, in­ 
will attempt to make a sledge journey 
oveiland a* far south as possible, and 
the plan is for Ins vessel to call for the 
party in the autum n and carry it home 
But the Gerlache and Borchgrevink 
expeditions ale small and inadequate 
in comparison with the German and 
British enterprises that are now [ire 
paring In his recent address the presi 
dent of the Royal Geographical society 
said that “ the exploration of the ant 
arctic regions has now become the most 
important geographical work of our 
time 
The -ixth 
international geo 
graphical eon grew 
declared in 
1895 
with reference to this work that “ this 
is the greatest piece of geographical ex­ 
ploration yet to be undertaken,” and it 
made recommendations with a view to 
setting the work forward on a large 
scale before the close of the century 
The primary reason for th,* present ac­ 
tivity is the fact that the unknown 
part of the antarctic is today twice as 
large as the whole of Europe, while the 
completely unknown part of the arctic 
regions is now no larger than European 
Russia. 
The next few years, however, 
will tell a different story 
The Germans will certainly dispatch 
an expedition next year. the cost of 
which, it is estimated, will be about 
$200,000 
After long exertions by Dr 
Nenmayer, the great authority on ter­ 
restrial 
magnetism, and others, 
the 
funds required have been secured. The 
German government will help with 
funds and in other ways and will lend 
officers from the navy to navigate th** 
ship. A steam vessel specially designed 
and equipped for antarctic service will 
be bnilt at Bremherhaven, and Dr. Erich 
von Drygalski. the distinguished Green 
land explorer, whose recent remarkable 
book on glaciers is regarded as the high­ 
est scientific utterance on this subject, 
will be at the head of the scientific 
corps 
The Germans are looking to the Brit 
ish for co-operation in carrying out a 
large scheme of exploration, too vast 
for one expedition to undertake alone, 
which shall result in additions to knovvl 
edge in almost every branch of science 
The Royal Geographical society is mak­ 
ing every effort to raise the funds nec­ 
essary to place as large an expedition 
in the antarctic as that of the Ger­ 
mans and divide the field and the work 
with the German explorers. 
Last year 
a joint committee for the promotion of 
antarctic 
exploration was formed in 
England, consisting of officers and fel­ 
lows of the Royal Geographical and 
Royal societies. 
Lord Salisbury’s gov 
eminent, regarding these as ticklish 
times, declined at present to supply a 
vessel for the British expedition or to 
bear any part of the expense The Royal 
society committee decided recently to 
give substantial support to the project 
if possible, but how far it can assist in 
financing the enterprise is not yet 
known. The Royal Geographical society 
has beaded the subscription list with 
$25,000. It remains to be seen whether 
the British will have sufficient funds to 
participate with the Germans on even 
terms in the coming work and its re­ 
sults, but it seems quite certain that 
we shall not be much longer in the dark 
concerning the vast antarctic expanse. 
whose ice capped edge was skirted by 
Rosa 58 years ago.—New York Bun.
